Power of Industry.—\t was a beautiful ex- 
pression of a Chinese sage, that, by time and 
industry a mulberry leaf becomes a silk shawl. 
If the following statement be correct, it affords 
a still more striking proof of what human in- 
genuity can accomplish. In the manufacture 
of steel, an article may be raised from one half 
penny to 35,000 guineas! A pound of crude 
iron costs one half penny ; it is converted into 
steel, that steel is made into watch'springs, 
every one of which is sold for half a guinea, 
and weighs only the 10th ofa grain; after de- 
ducting for waste, there are in a pound 
weight, 7,000 grains. It therefore affords steel 
for 70,000 watch springs, the value of which, 
at halfa guinea each, is 35,000 guineas.

Now the last autumn had been very wet, and 


on that account the Prairies had nat all been 
fired, so that when 1 passed through, the 
grass in many of them was still unburnt. I 
had often heard of the grand spectacle they 
present, when on fire, and was fortunate 
enougn to witness it. L was riding between 
Carlisle, a small village on the Kaskaskia river, 
and St. Louis, when { observed a very thick 
smoke issuing from a smalt belt of wood, on 
the edge of the Prairie, about two miles 
ahead of me, and just where the road entered 
the forest. The wind was blowing towards 
me violently, and in a minute or two the 
flames dashed out of the wood into the long 
grass Of the Prairie. That on the right hand 
of the road bad been burnt before, and accor- 
dingly t rode a little off in that direction.— 
‘The flames advanced very rapidly, continued 
to spread, and before they had arrived oppo- 
site to the place where I stood, formed a blaze 
of fire nearly a mile m length. 

**iiow shall I describe the sublime specta- 
cle that then presented itself? [ have seen 
the old Atlantic in his fury, a thunder storm 
in the Alps, and the cataract of Niagara ; But 
nothing could be compared to what I saw at 
this moment 

“The line of fiames rushed through the 
long grass with tremendous violence, and a 
noise ike thunder; while over the fire there 
hovered a dense cloud of smoke. The wind 
which even previously had been high, was 
increased by the blaze which it fanned; and 
with such a vehemence did it drive along the 
flames, that large masses of them appeared 
actually to leap forward and dart into the 
grass, several yards in advance of the line. 
passed me like a whirlwind, and with a fury 
{ shail never forget. 

{ afterwards saw several Prairies on fire, 
but was not within two or three miles of them. 
They produce a beautiful effect during the 
night, the clouds immediately over.them re- 
flecting the light and appearing almost on fire 
themselves. When during a dark night, there 
are two or three of these meadows on fire at 


, a tine, the effect is of course very much 


heightened ; and the whole heavens are then 
tinged with a deep and sullen red.”
